As regards thé stabling of pigs, 
it is better not fo have too warm 
stables in winter, Hf they could 
be kept in the ¢attle yard, among 
cattle, and havea shed for shelter 
in sunny weather they will thrive

A HISTORIC BORDER 


WHY MASON AND DIXON'S LINE IS 
BEING RESURVEYED. 


Metal Posts Replace the Stones That 
Marked the Boundary Between 
Maryland, Delaware and Pennsyl- 
¥anin—Romance of Famous Line. 


The rapid progress that has been made 
in the resurvey of the famous Mason and 
Dixon's line brings into prominence once 
more that historic boundary whieh at the 
time of the civil war was supposed to sep- 
arate slavery and freedom. The average 


American knows this line in a vague and’ 


general way as a result of its historical 
significance, but there are few who can 
tell how, when or why it came into being. 

The answers to these questions have 
nothing whatever to do with the romance 
or civil war days. In fact Mason and 
Dixon's line dates from the eighteenth 
century and even, though indirectly, from 
the seventeenth, 

In 1681 William Penn obtained from 
Charles Il. a charter giving him a tract 
of land in America, When he and his 
fellow coionists came over to take posses- 
sion, they found that the grant estab- 
lished them among impenetrable forests 
nul gave them no coast line whatever. 

Penn at once besieged royalty for a 
fresh grant, and not without success, for 
he was given more land at the expense 
of Cecil Calvert, Lord Baltimore. Natu- 
rally Calvert was highly incensed at 
this and immediately started to dispute 
Penn's rights. Negotiations for the de- 
termination of the boundary between the 
lands of Penn and Lord Baltimore were 
protracted and bitter, the partisans of 
each at times coming almost to open war. 

The struggle lasted until 17382, when 
the heirs of the original disputants en- 
tered into an agreement for the final ad- 
judication of the boundary. Work was 
commenced at once, but complications 
arose, and it was not until 1760 that 
things were given definite shape by the 
appointment of a commission to survey 
the boundary. This commission did its 
work in a vy dilatory way, and the 
heads of the two colonies became impa- 
tient at the slow progress made. Both 
Tenn and Calvert were in London at the 
time, and they engaged Charles Mason 
and James Dixon, the two men whose 
names have become so famous in connec- 
tion with this line, to complete the work 
of the commission, 

While Mason and Dixon are described 
as mathematicians ond surveyors, or 
merely as surveyors, they were men of 
learning and much scientific attainment. 
Both were elected members of the Amer 
lean Philosophical society. 

The two surveyors did their work on 
the line wits the utmost care. They cut a 
“vista” eight feet wide through the for: 
ests and set up a stone at the end of each 
mile. Every fifth stone was larger than 
the others and had on the south side the 
arms of Frederick, Lord Baltimore, and

on the north the arms of Thomas and 
Richard Penn. The intermediate stones 
had the letter M on the south and the 
letter P on the north face. 

The stones, oolitic limestone, came from 
England, and their capacity to resist the 
action of the weather is remarkable, One 
of the fifth milestones is now on a farm 
in Pennsylvania, and the coats of arms 


of the original proprietors are still trace. 
able, though they have been exposed to 
the elements for over a century, Stones 
were set up by the two surveyors as far 
west as Sideling hill, about 132 miles 
from the northeast corner of Maryland. 
It was virtually impossible to transport 
them farther, and the continuation of the 
line was marked by piles of stone extend- 
ing as far as the summit of the Alle- 
ghanies, beyond which the line was mark- 
ed by posts surrounded by stones. 

As time went on, thanks to careless- 
ness and vandalism, many of the stones 
were remoyed from their original posi- 
tion, until at length doubt prevailed as 


to the exact location of the line in many | 


places. In 1849 a desire was expressed 
for a resurvey, and commissioners were 
appointed by each of the states inter- 
ested. ‘The surveyors found the work of 


Mason and Dixon very reliable in the | 


main, although the resurvey resulted in 
Maryland making a slight gain in terri- 
tory. 

The line was remarked by stones, but 
relic hunters made short work of these 
after thecivii war had made Mason 
and Dixon’s line famous. New stoncs 
were set in place surrounded by heavy 
wire nettings, but even these did not 
prove invulnerable to curio hunters. It 
was to give the line permanent markings 
and to settle an interstate controversy 
that the present survey was undertaken, 
Lovers of relics will now have to wield 
their chisels on metal posts instead of 
stone ones, for the old order of things 
has passed away. 

The point in controversy between 
Maryland, Delaware and Pennsylvania 
concerns the true beginning of the east 
end of the famous boundary—i. e., the 
length of the “tangent line’ which fur- 
nished the point of departure for Mason 
and Dixon. So much interest was awak- 
ened in the matter that in 1899 the Penn- 
sylvania legislature appropriated $7,000 
to re-establish the boundary, and a year 
later the Maryland legislature followed 
suit with $5,000, The work of remark- 
ing the line is now almost completed 
under the joint supervision of the two 
states. 

The phrase “Mason and Dixon's line” 
first became popular in 1820, when John 
Randolph referi 24 to it as the line which 
separated freedom from slavery. The 
imagination of the politicians and the 
statesmen had carried it to the mouth 
of the Ohio river and beyond the south: 
ern boundary of Missouri. 


DYNAMITE AND MINERS. 


Long Immunity From Accident Ree 
sults In Contempt of Danger. 

“After a miner had handled dynamite 
for eight or ten years without a serious 
mishap it is a good idea to put him te 
doing something else about the works,” 
sald a gentleman of this city who has 
had a great deal of experience with high 
explosives. ‘The chances are a hundred 
to one that, his long immunity from ac- 
cident has given him such a contempt 
for danger that be Is an unconscious 
menace to everybody on the premises. 
He will do things that not only imperil 
his own life, but the lives of all his 
comrades, To give you an Illustra- 
tion, once I had an old Cornishman at 
work at a mine in which I was inter- 
ested and had intrusted him with a 
general supervision of all the blasting, 
He had been handling dynamite for 
twenty years or more and was justly 
regarded as an expert. During that 
entire period he had never had an accl- 
dent worth speaking of, and by de- 
grees the care and vigilance that were 
responsible for his excellent record bad 
Worn away until he was beginning to 
entertain the delusion, common to old 
hands, that the danger of the stuff was 
very much exaggerated, 

“One day I was passing through a 
cut where some bljasting had been go- 
ing on and noticed the old Cornishman 
bammering a drill into what seemed to 
be a boring in the rock. I asked him 
what he was doing, and he told me 
coolly there was a cartridge in the bole 
that had failed to explode and he was 
‘just knockin’ out the tampin’ to re- 
prime it.’ I was horrified, for at every 
blow he was liable fo explode the dyna- 
mite, and I ordered him sternly to stop 
and never repeat such a performance.

The Right Arm and Left Foot, 

The right arm fs always a little lar- 
ger than the left, but the left foot Is 
alinost always larger than the rtght,

WHY MASON AND DIXON’S LINE 1S 
BEING RESURVEYED. 


Metal Posts Replace thn Stones That 
Marked the Boundary Between 
Maryland, Delaware and Pennsyl- 
vania—Romance of Famous Line, 


The rapid progress that has been made 
in the resurvey of tae famous Mason and 
Dixon's line brings into prominence once 
more that historic boundary which at the 
time of the civil wav was supposed to sep- 
arate slavery and freedom, The average 


American knows this line in a vague and 


general way as a result of its historical 
significance, but there are few who can 
tell how, when or why it came into being.

the elements or over a century. Stones 
were set up by the two surveyors as far 
west as Sideling hill, about 132 miles 
from the northeast corner of Maryland. 
It was virtually impossible to transport 
them farther, and the continuation of the 
line was marked by piles of stone extend- 
ing as far as the summit of the Alle- 
ghanies, beyond which the line was mark- 
ed by posts surrounded by stones. 

As time went on, thanks to careless- 
ness and vandalism, many of the stones 
were removed from their original posi- 
tion, until at length doubt prevailed as 


to the exact location of the line in many | 


places, In 1849 a desire was expressed 


for a resurvey, and commissioners were , 


appointed by each of the states inter- 
ested. ‘The surveyors found the work of 
Mason and Dixon very reliable in the 
main, although the resurvey resulted in 
Maryland making a slight gain in terri- 
tory. 

The line was remarked by stones, but 
relic hunters made short work of these 
after thecivil war had made Mason 
and Dixon’s line famous. New stones 
were set in place surrounded by heavy 
wire nettings, but even these did not 
prove invulnerable to curio hunters. It

; FLAVOR IN FOODS. 


his Quality Is as Mach a Necessity 
as Is Nutriment. 

Chemists tell us that cheese is one of 
the most nutritious and at the’same 
time one of the cheapest of foods. Its 
nutritive value is greater ‘ban meat, 
while its cost Is much les. But this 
chemical aspect of the matter does not 
express the real value of the cheese as 
a food. Cheese is eaten not because of 
its nutritive value as expressed by the 
amount of proteids, fats snd carbohy- 
Grates that it contains, but always be- 
cause of its flavor. 

Now, physiologists do sot find that 
flayor has any food value. They teach 
over and over again that our foodstuffs 
fire protelds, fats and carbohydrates and 
that as food flavor plays absolutely no 
part. But at the same time they tell us 
that the body would be unable to live 
upon these foodstuffs were it not for 
the flavors. If one were compelled to 
eat pure food without flavors, like the 
white of an egg, it is doubtful whether 
one could for a week at 2 time consume 
a sufficiency of food to supply his bod- 
fly needs, Flavor is as necessary as nu- 
triment. It gives a zest to the food and 
thus enables us to consume It properly, 
{ and, secondly, it stimulates the glands 

to secrete, so that the foods may be 
} satisfactorily digested and assimilated. 
} The whole art of cooking, the great 
5 development of flavoring products, the 
} high prices paid for special foods like 
lobsters and oysters—these and numer- 
ous other factors connected with food 
t supply and production are based solely 
upon this demand for flavor. Flavor ts 
f necessity, but it is not particularly 
important what the flavor may be. This 
is shown by the fact that different peo- 
ples have such different tastes tn this 
respect. The garlic of the Italian and 
the red pepper of the Mexican serve 
the same purpose as the vanilla which 
We put in our ice cream, and all play

He moves 
from flower to flower with a graceful 
and rapid movement, sometimes chas- 
ing away a bee or humming bird moth, 
of which he is very jealous. Nor is be 
much more favorably iinpressed with 
any small birds that seem in his way. 
He knows his power of flight, and he 
has no fear of any other bird,

‘A DARWINIAN THEORY. 


Why the Drowning Man Always 
Throws Up His Hands, 

The usual Idea that a drowning man 
Is stretching cut bis hands for ald or 
“catching at straws” is not altogetber 
satisfactory. A possible explanation 
has lately been suggested, and this 
supposes that the drowning man, losing 
all his acquired babits and even some 
of those inherited from more recent 
parents, in his terror goes back to the 
instinctive movements of his arboreal 
ancestors, and the movements of the 
drowning man are those of a frighten- 
ed ape seeking safety by clinging to 
the nearest tree, 

The movement !s certainly instine- 
tive, for it can only be eliminated by 
considerable training and voluntary 
efforts, and yet it is fafal to the indl- 
vidual, for the specific grayity of no 
human body is so nearly that of water 
that the removal of the arms from the 
supporting fluid at once sinks the face 
beneath the surface. In cases of so 
called “cramps” the victim, often a 
highly trained swimmer, generally 
throws up the hands, but these cases 
are probably due to heart failure, and a 
similar movement takes place on land 
when the subject receives a fatal heart 
wound, and it is even a common ex- 
pression of shock or astonishment. The 
ordinary movements of walking or run 
ning would keep a man’s face above 
water, but these curious climbing 
movements of both hands and feet 
make floating Impossible and are re- 
sponsible for many deaths by drown- 
ing. 


DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT. 


How the Paving Value of Asphalt 
Was Brought to Notice. 

All forms of bituminous pavements, 
whether manufactured from natural or 
artificial asphalt, are in fact artificial 
stone pavements. The industry started 
with the use of the natural rock as- 
phalt from the mines in the Val de 
Travers, Canton Neufchatel, Switzer- 
land. ‘The mines were discovered In 
1721, but it was 1849 that its utility as 
a road covering was first noticed. The 
rock was then being mined for the 
purpose of extracting the bitumen con- 
tained in it for use in medicine and 
arts. It is a limestone found impreg- 
nated with bitumen, of which it yields 
on analysis from 8 to 14 per cent. 

It was observed that pieces of rock 
which fell from the wagon were crush- 
ed by the weight of wheels, and under 
the combined influence of the traffic 
f@nd heat of the sun a good road surface 
was produced. A macadam road of as- 
pkalt rock was then made which gave 
very good results, and finally In 1854 
a portion of the Rue Bergere was laid 
in Paris of compressed asphalt on a 
concrete foundation. In 1858 a still 
larger sample was laid, and from that 
tiine it has been laid year by year in 
Paris. From Paris it extended to Lon- 
don, being laid on Threadneedle street 
in 1869 and Cheapside in 1870 and in 
successive years on other streets.—Mu- 
nicipal Journal and Engineer.

Parsnips in Winter. 

To a woman without a cellar, «a 
good supply of vegetables that may 
be left in the garden all winter and 
drawn upon as_ needed is a boon. 
Among this class of roots, the par- 
snip is perhaps the most satisfactory 
for general use. Its flavor is  im- 
proved by the action of the frost, 
and is therefore at its best when a 
succulent, nutritious vegetable is 
most relished and usually highest 
priced in the market. 

Parsnips are a fine seasoning for 
soups. To one quart of soup stock 
allow one well cleaned parsnip cut 
into slices, lay several slices on one 
another, and cut into small narrow 
strips; add to the stock and simmer 
until tender, and serve without 
straining. A spoonful of Chili 
sauce blends nicely with the flavor 
of the parsnips, as do also chopped 
parsley and onion. 

To make delicious parsnip fritters 
boil four or five parsnips till tender, 
remove the skins and mash them very 
fine. Add to them a teaspoonful of 
flour, one well beaten egg and salt to 
tuste. Make the mixture into small 
cakes with a spoon and fry on both 
sides to a delicate brown in sizzling 
hot butter or beef drippings. When 
done serve them on a napkin. Par- 
snips are often browned under roast 
beef and served in a separate dish 
with the exception of a few pieces 
which are left to garnish the meat. 
Wash and scrap the parsnips, and if 
very large cut them across. Put 
them into boiling salted water and 
cook quickly until tender. Drain and 
place them in the dripping pan un- 
der roast beef, and when the meat 
has been removed, dust over them a 
little pepper and salt and let them 
brown nicely,
